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GENERAL INTRODUCTION 
TO THE- LIBRARY. 

WHE Tanjore MahSrSia Serfoji’s Sarasvatt Maha\ Library, 
* which is described by Dr. Burnell “ to be perhaps the 

largest and most important in the world ” and which Dr. Buhler 
flays “ contains a great many useful and a number of very rare or 
nearly unique books many of which are quite unknown or pro- 
curable only with great trouble and expense*’ was till recently the 
private property of the Bajas of Tanjore, 

The earliest beginnings of the Library must have been about 
the end of the 16th century when Tanjore was under the rule of 
Telugu Nayakas who collected Sanskrit Manuscripts written in 
Telugu character. In the Ibth century the Mahrathas conquered 
the country and since that date the Library has been increasing. 
By far the greater portion of the collection was made by Serfoji 
during a visit to Benares during 1820—1830. Sivaji his successor 
added a few. There has practically been no addition of any value 
till very recent times. A good number of Sanskrit Manuscripts 
including rare and valuable manuscripts representing the collection 
of generations of a family of scholars, known as the “Jambunatha 
Bhat Li^^agai Collection ” was added to the Library in 1921. 

Regarding the origin and importance of this collection, Dr. 
Hultxoh has the following interesting information in “ No. IIL 
Reports on Sanskrit Manuscripts in Southern India”, edited by 
him in 1905 at Madras : — 



“ The mantiBcripts desctibed in this Report belong to Jambn- 
nBtha bhatta, a MahrEtha Brahmana at Tanjore, who is the eldest 
son of a certain Mannambhatta. He is a no mean Sanskrit Scholar 
and knows the whole Egveda by heart. As he is continually teach- 
ing the text of this sacred book to students, even his blind daughter 
has learnt to recite portions of it. The existence of this Library 
was brought to my notice by Mr. T. S. Kuppuswami ^EstrS, of the 
Educational Department, who is favourably known to Sanskritists 
by his paper on ESmabhadra Dlksita. During my absence on 
furlough in Barope, my First Assistant, Mr. V. Venkayyaj m.a., 
was deputed to Tanjore in order to catalogue Jambunatha’s collec- 
tion. He spent three months at this work, in which he received 
the valuable aid of Mr. Kuppuswami ^astrS, Both the list and the 
extracts testify to the throughness and care with which he has 
accomplished his task. From his Annual Report on Epigraphy for 
1898“* 99 I quote the following details about JambunBtha’s 
collection : — 

“ He is the eldest of .the three brothers and is descended from 
a family whose influence is reported to have been very great when 
the MahrEtha Kingdom of Tanjore was in existence. "When 
manuscripts were obtained for the Palace Library from Benares 
and other places in Northern India, the ancestors of JambunEtha 
bhatta appear to have systematically used their influence to 
make their collection of Sanskrit works. This accounts for 
the existence in this collection of a large . number of ancient 
manuscripts evidently copied in Northern India. The texts were 
transcribed by the members of the family, who appear to have 
been learned men. This according to the present owner of this 
Library, was how this collection came into existence. The manug- 
ocipts are all written in NSgatl characters and on loose sheets of 
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paper. Hating been frequently handled by ignorant and careless 
men the manuscripts became mixed np, and the owner, who 
despaired of restoring order among them, made them into bundles 
and tied them with cloth. About two years ago, Mr. Knppnswami 
^astrl, to whom examination of Sanskrit manuscripts is a labour of 
love, prepared a tentative list of the contents of these bundles. 

"When I went to Tanjore on the 2nd January, Jambunathabhatta 
showed me about one hundred of these bundles. A cursory inspec- 
tion of them satisfied me that the Library was an important one 
and it should be carefully examined. This meant that not only 
should these works which were still complete be registered in my 
list but that an attempt should also be made to put together pieces 
which, through careless handling, had got out of their places.” 

In 1922, the Library received other valuable collections of 
rare interest, known as the “ Kagalkar ” and the ” Patanga Ava- 
dhuta ” collections. The former is about 169 and the latter, about 
100 years old. The collection made by the Kigalkar Family of 
learned Sanskrit Scholars of Tanjore especially versed in Sanskrit 
Grammar contains the autograph copies made by some 

of them of the works composed by themselves and others. Its 
prominent feature is the collection of works on Sanskrit Grammar. 
The collection made by PatangavadhQta whose descendants settled 
at Tiruva^amarudut in Tanjore District contains a large number 

of works on Vedanta and Bhakti Both these 

collections comprise several Manuscripts which do not already 
exist in this Library. 

The attention of the Government of India and through it of 
the Government of Madras was directed in 1868 to the importance 
of the examination, purchase or transcription of Sanskrit Manus- 



cripts in Indian Libraries and the framing of printed lists or 
catalogues of the same. (Proceedings of the Government of India 
in the Home Department (Public), No. 4338-48, dated Simla, 3rd 
November 1868). 

In respect of magnitude as well as the range of subjects dealt 
with, not to speak of the diversity of languages employed, the 
Tanjore Library is probably second to none among Oriental 
Libraries In India. 

In December of the same year, the (Government of Madras 
asked Mr. Pickford, Professor of Sanskrit, to carry out the instruc- 
tions of the Government of India. He commenced to catalogue the 
manuscripts at Tanjore ; but he fell seriously ill and had to return 
to Europe in March 1870 and never came back to India. It is not 
known how much he had done as his unfinished catalogues could 
not be found. (Letter from the Professor of Sanskrit, Presidency 
College, Madras, to the Chief Secretary to the Government of 
Madras, 2'2nd May 1876, and Letter No. 1560, dated Madras, 7th 
June 1876, from the Director of Public Instruction, Madras, to tbe 
Chief Secretary to the Government of Madras). 

Thereupon Dr. Burnell, District and Sessions Judge, was 

appointed in G. 0. No. 71, dated 16th March 1871, to catalogue the 
Sanskrit Manuscripts in the Library at Tanjore. That learned 

Scholar devoted a great deal of reseaichand labonrto the task and 
his catalogue which he styled “ A Classified Index to the Sanskrit 
Mauusoripts in the Palace at Tanjore,” was published in three parts 
between 1878 and 1880 in London. This is now the chief key to 
the huge Sanskrit collection in this Library, But unfortunately a 
great many manuscripts, above 4,000, seem to have been omitted 
and his catalogue cannot be said to be complete. 



During tho course of his preparation of the catalogue Dt. 
Burnell wrote to the Chief Secretary to the Government of Madras 
from Bangalore on 6th August 1873 as follows : — 

“ It may perhaps be ashed if the Library is worth the labour 
spent on it. I can answer unhesitatingly that it; is. It is now a 
recognised fact that nearly all Sanskrit Works of importance exist 
in different recensions. The Tanjore Library is unrivalled in this 
respect : it contains several good manuscripts of all the most im- 
portant' ones known as yet, including a lew that are new 

The Tanjore Library, however, contains additional manuscripts of 
most of the works which I had discovered elsewhere, and this is a 
matter of great importance. 

I believe that tnia Library .must sooner or later, escheat to the 
Government. The preparation of this catalogue will therefore 
protect property of enormous value. Sanskrit Manuscripts have 
long been very dear and the cost of making proper transcripts is 
now very heavy. As far as I can judge, it would not be possible 
to form a Collection like that at Tanjore at a less cost than £60,000 
but many manuscripts are unquestionably unique.” 

The Tanjore Maharaja Serfoji’s Sarasvatl Mahal Library is 
now a public library in the full sense of that term, the Government 
of Madras through the Treasurer of Charitable Endowments 
being responsible for its ad.ministcation. The collection belonged 
to the reigning princes of Tanjore — the Mahratha Maharajas. 
When the last of them died leaving no direct male heir and after 
the death of the last surviving Sapi this collection together with 
the other properties formed the subject of litigation in civil courts. 
There was a rumour a few years ago that the collection had 
attracted the attention of some wealthy patrons of learning from

Overseas. And it would appear that arrangements were very nearly 
ready to sell the whole collection outright at an assessed value, when 
public attention was focussed on certain remarks of Dr. Burnell 
to the effect that “it would not be possible to form a collection like 
that at Tanjore at a less cost than £ 50,000”. The parties concern- 
ed had perforce to wake up and the deal was not immediately 
concluded. The public of Tanjore also began to interest themselves 
in the affair adequately. It was rightly considered as a question 
of National pride. The parties in 0. S. No. 26 of 1912 on, the file 
of the Subordinate Judge of Tanjore agreed that it was eminently 
fit that the Library should be preserved and maintained as a Public 
Library in trust for the public and removed the Library and one 
lakh of rupees to provide for its up-keep, from the subject-matter of 
the suit. The Government of Madras in G. 0. No. 1306 Home 
(Education), dated 5th October 1918, accordingly took possession 
of the same under the Charitable Endowments Act and haVe 
framed a scheme for the management of the same. 

Since the Library became a Public Trust there has been a 
marked improvement in the reception accorded to it by the public. 
Various liberal and generous-minded benefactors have come forward 
with magnanimous offers. The Library has been enriched with 
several very fine collections of manuscripts, every one of them: rare, 
valuable and very interesting. The Kagalkar collection, Jambu- 
natha Bhat Lapdagai collection and the Patanga AvadhOta collec- 
tion — all these three alone number 2181 manusbripts. BesidbS 
these, the Tyagaraja Svami collection which alone contains mote 
than 1000 manuscripts ; then the minor collections— -the Subrah- 
matjya Sastri collection, Subrahmai^ya Rao collection, Ramacandta 
Gaijapat collection, Nllakantha Sastri collection, Deva^ankata 

Tawkercollection,tGopalakr^aDavaleker collection, and KWaji 



Mehta collection-mall are of great and paramount importance. 

The manuscripts are either on palm leaf or on paper. They 
are of very different value and come from very different sources. 
A large collection of these are recent NagarX copies of manuscripts 
in South Indian characters and are at least a century old. 

These manuscripts are in more than eleven distinct alphabets 
being from all parts of India, On the whole, one may easily say 
that "the total number of manuscripts now i)\ this Library is likely 
to exceed 80,000. 

A large number of original records belonging to the last 
reigning house of Tan^ore which will be of very great importance 
for reconstructing the political and social history of the Mahratha 
rule in Southern India has recently been transferred to the care of 
this Library from the Civil Court by order of the Judge. 

Besides these manuscripts there are also a number of books 
and Manuscripts in almost all the Indian and European languages 
and on almost all branches of human knowledge. Special mention 
may here.be made of the books and manuscripts inTelugu, Tamil, 
MahrSthi and English on account of their number and importance. 

Dr. Burnell issued what he modestly styled “ A classified 
Index to the Sanskrit Manuscripts in the Palace at Tanjore,” 
between 1878 and 1880. Between 1880 and 1918 for very nearly 
forty years, the Library has been the victim of many an outrage. 
Those who were in possession gave out on loan very many manus- 
cripts which were never returned. And many more somehow or 
other, found themselves into Libraries other than at Tanjore. Dr. 
Burnell’s Catalogue is very usful to us to trace out lost manuscripts 
which are never likely to come back to us. Our losses are 
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probably far more : for even Dr. Burnell’s admirable catalogue 

was by no means a complete catalogue of all that existed. For, 

where he mentions a single work in a bundle, we are able today 
to trace two or more works in the same bundle. 

The Committee appointed by the Government of Madras took 
charge early in 1919. Since tnen, they have been busily pushing 
forward the work of revising and preparing a fresh catalogue of all 
the works now in the Library according to the latest scientific 
methods. Each work is described in detail in a card*index»form 
which contains all the necessary particulars. 

In 19‘20 a Catalogue of printed books in French, Latin, Italian 
and Greek was published. In 1926 three volumes of a Catalogue 
of Tamil Manuscripts in the Library were published. From the 
year 1924 a Catalogue of Mahr5thi Mss. and books of this 
Library was being prepared ; the first V olume has been published 
very recently. These are now on sale and can be bad from the 
Secretary of the Library. 


The Administrative Committee of the Library approached 
the Government of Madras, year after year with the request for a 
special grant to enable them to prepare and publish a descriptive 
catalogue of the Sanskrit Manuscripts in this Library, In their 
G. 0. No. Mis. 563 Dated 9th April 1927, the Government of 
Madras were pieased to allot the necessary funds for a three-year 
programme for carrying out the long delayed desire of the Com- 
mittee. Theiwork of cataloguing and printing has since been 
pushed I forward with great rapidity.

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GENERAL SCHEME 

OF THE 

DESCRIPTIVE CATALOGUE. 

Dr, Burnell issued “A Classified Index of the Sanskrit Mss. in 
the Palace at Tanjore ” in three parts between 1878-1880 and 
noticed briefly 12,376 Mss. At present the Library possesses very 
nearly 25,000 Sanskrit Mss. The present Descriptive Catalogue 
is expected to furnish detailed notices regarding all the 26,000 
Sanskrit Mss. When the scheme of a descriptive catalogue of the 
Sanskrit Mss. in the Tanjore Palace Library, Tanjore was first 
discussed, I expected that the whole catalogue may not exceed 
6000 pages of printed matter. But the experience of the last two 
years shows that the Descriptive Catalogue would easily exceed 
10,000 pages. As the Government Grant sanctioned in G. 0. No. 
Mis. 663 dated 9th April 1927 contemplates only a three-year 
programme ending with 31st March 1980 for a catalogue estimated 
to extend over approximately 6,000 pages, 1 have to set forth in 
detail the scheme which is proposed to serve as a guide for the 
Sanskrit Mss. contained in this Library. 

The 25,000 Sanskrit Mss. of this Library may be roughly 
classified under the following heads ; —

VOLUME I. 

Volume I describes in detail the Sainbitas of the four Vedas 
and the bhasyas thereon. There are 696 Mss dealing with the 
Samhitas of the four Vedas. Along with the Eg-Vedasaiphita 
the ]5g-Vedic Miscellaneous Suktas, the Rg-Vedasatrihitanukra- 
maqiikaa and Rg-Vedapadapathas are also noticed. Similarly, along 
with the Samavedasamhita, the Samavedapadapathas, the Sama- 
vedaganas and their Anukramapikas are described. After the 
Sanihitas of the four Vedas the Saqihitabhaayas (Nos. 597”697) 
are noticed. This completes Volume I. 

VOLUME II. 

The Second Volume begins with the Brahmauias belonging to 
the various Vedas. Nos. 698-&28 describe the Brahmapas. The 
Brahmanabhasyas are then noticed (Nos. 829'-859). After the 
various Brahmapabhasyas, the Arapyakas are described (Nos. 860 
-898). The Upanisads are then dealt with (Nos. 899 — 14*20). They 
are classified according to the Veda to which they are attached, as 
is described in detail in the Muktikopanisad. Those that are not 
mentioned in the Muktikopanisad are grouped under the general 
heading 'Miscellaneous UpaniBads’. Nos. 1421-1426 deal with a 
few Miscellaneous items belonging to the BrShmapas and Upani- 
?adB. Here ends the Second Volume. 

VOLUME III. 

The Third Volume begins with the Bhaiyas on the Upanisads 
tNoB.1427-1677). To make the Bhafyas more intellegible from the 
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point' of view of a student of Philosoph'y, these have been classifidd 
according to the schools of Philosophy ’ to which' the commen- 
tators belonged. Nos. i4‘27-l659. . describe the Upaniaadbhafyas 
belonging to the Ad vaita school, Nos. 3 570 -1673 to the Dvaita 
school and Nos. 1074-1677 to the Vi§istadvaita school. 

The VedSagas are next taken up. The Mss. on ^ikaa, Ghandas 
Nirukta and'Jyautisa (Nos. 1678-1723) are described., These are 
followed by the Ms9;>on Vedalaksana more particularly comprised 
by V'edic tgrammar including Prati^akhya and other subsidiary 
texte'-lNos. 1724-:1S16). Nos. 1817-1942 contain notices of. Mss, 
belonging to the subject-matter described in Volumes I-IIl, in 
the.-form, of a. Supplement, as these, were detected too late for 
incorporation earlier. Here ends the Third Volume. 

At the end of the -Third Volume -several Indices are added. 
‘For.^auch indices, ‘Volumes I — III are treated as a whole. The

VOLUME IV. 

, Volume IV describes in detail ^rauta-gutras, Bhasyas thereon 
and siportion of ^rauta Prayogas,. Nos. 1943-2028 describe the 
various: ^rautasutras belonging to the first three Vedas. The 
^rautasufcrabhasyas are then noticed in detail (Nos. 2029-2072). 
These, ;are .followed by Mss. on ^lautaprayoga (Nos. 2078-2356) 
chiefly dealing with the seven HaviryajSasainsthas and their 
accessories. These are the -AdhSna, Agnihotra, the Anvaram- 
bha^Iya, the Dar4apurna-.n5sa, the Agr'ayaija, the Pi^apitryajfia, 
the Oaturmasya, the Nirudhapa§ubandha and the Sa'utramanj 
.sacrifices. Under each of these, the Mss. belonging to the' Rg- 
III 



Veda ate first noticed ; then come those belonging to Samavedfc 
and Yajur- Veda, respectively. 

VOLUME V. 

Volume V describes in detail the manuscripts on firanta 
prayoga, numbering 420 (Nos. 2357— 27 . 6). The Volume begins 
with the description of the seven ■‘^oma Samsthas (i.e.,) Agnisfeoma, 
Atyagnistoma, Ukthya, Atiratra, Soda6i, AptorySma andVajapeya. 
The manuscripts dealing with each of these samsthas completely 
are first described in detail. At the end of each complete saijastha, 
the manuscripts dealing with the prayoga relating to individual 
Rtviks are described. 

The manuscripts described belong to the three schools of 
A4valayana, Apastamba and Bodhayana 

Independent works on ^rauta, dealing with the various schools 
find a place next to the manuscripts dealing with the prayoga 
relating to individual Rtviks. These are followed by the descrip- 
tion of certain metrical works, technically called ^rauta Kirikas. 
They summarise the procedure to be adopted in the performance 
of the various sacrifices. 

Manuscripts dealing with the expiatory ceremonies (Pr5ya4- 
cittas) are dealt with next. Most of these expiatory ceremonies 
are, it may be observed, in the form of istis. Other miscellaneous 
isti'prayogas are described in detail after the praya^cittas. The 
volume concludes with the description of the manuscripts dealing 
with the various Yaskas. 

VOLUME VI. 

Volume VI describes the Kavya Mss. in the Library. This 
Library is particularly rich in Kavya manuscripts. These are 
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dealt with in two volumes (i.e.) Volumes VI and VII. The’ sixth 
volume deals with the PancaraahakSvyast other Mahakivyas and 
Kha^dakSvyas. The PaficamhSkavyas are the Raghuvam^a, the 
Kumarasambhava, the Kiratarjunfya, the ^ifiupalavadha and the 
Naifadha. Each of these works is represented by a large number 
of manuscripts and consequently a slight change! has been adopted 
in cataloging these works. One manuscript is described in detail and 
the rest have been given in a tabular form, which is self-explana- 
tory. Thus No. 2?77 describes in detail a copy of the Eaghuvam^a 
and the tabular statement begins with No. 2778 and continues up 
to No. 2989. Of Mallinatha’s commentary on the Raghuvam^a there 
are a number of copies and as before, one of them (No. 2990) is 
described in detail and the rest are described in tabular form 
(Nos. 2991-3044). Each Mahakavya and its commetary are being 
dealt with in this way— Kumaraeambbava (Nos. 3045-3080); its 
vyakhyS (Mallinatha’s) (Nos. 3081-89). Kiratarjunlya (Nos. 3096- 
3164) its vyakhya (Nos. 8166-86): Si^upalavadba (Nos. 8188-8872); 
its vyakhya (Nos. 3373- 3435); Naisadha — (Nos. 3444-8606); its 
vyakhyi (Nos. 8607-3678) Narayana’s vyakhya (3679-3689). Apart 
from Mallinatha’s commentary there are certain other commenta- 
ries and these have been described in full. For manuscripts noticed 
in the tabular statement, certian special remarks have been, given 
wherever necessary and they follow each Mahakavya in order. 

Nos. 3694-8739 describe the other Mahakivyas. Nos. 8740- 
3861 describe in detail the Kha^^akivyas. 

The next volume will deal with the remaining Mss. on 
Kavya. Volume VIII will deal with Nataka in all its varieties. 
Volume IX will deal with Alamkara, Ghandas and KoSa.
